SAN FRANCISCO (CP) — 
Kenny Lindsay, the nimble-footed 
Vancouver boy who punches hard 
and thinks fast, scored a brilliant 
victory In the National Diamond 
Belt boxing tournament here last 
night to become No. 1 amateur 
flyweight of the United States 
and the toast of this city by tha 
Golden Gtfle. 

The modest, good-looking Brit¬ 
ish Columbian waa the only Can¬ 
adian In the tournament, which 
brought together 34 of the United 
States' best amateur fighters.

School boxer, who holds the Pa¬ 
cific Coast Golden Gloves fly¬ 
weight Htle, decialoned All Ellis 
of Detroit derisively In the 
nxtinna } and then made 

ready to meet Basil Jones, taD 
colored New Yorker. 

The final match waa not fought 
for Jones waa one pound over the-l 
limit at weigh-ln time. Although 
the easterner had reached the 
limit before the program started, 
officials ruled him Ineligible and 
Lindsay waa declared national 
winner. 

Llndaay’a vicious left hook 
again and again knocked Ellli 
down as the Vancouverite won 
every round. 

It waa a dream come true for 
18-year-old Ken, who In three 
years of leather-pushing has 
risen to the pinnacle of his ama¬ 
teur career. 

The young Canadian, whose 
father Is a street car conductor 
in Vancouver, had an edge in all 
three rounds of his battle with 
Ellis and his potent left and tre¬ 
mendous short hook proved too 
much for the game Detroiter.
